VII. CONFERRING OF THE AWARD FOR DISTINGUISHED SERVICE TO THE COMMUNITY 
PRESIDENT STARR 
Candidate for the Award for Distinguished Service to the Community 


Ann Fuller, sharer of her gifts of perseverance, organization, intelligence, resourcefulness, and care, 
first with the College, and more recently with the wider community, working to advance intellectual 
opportunities for women and improve the lives of local citizens experiencing economic deprivation 


The candidate will be presented by David Allen Egloff, 


Professor of Biology 


Ann Fuller received the B.A. degree in history, with honors, 
from Bryn Mawr College in 1958. She received two M.A. 
degrees: one in history from the University of Chicago in 1959 
and one in physics from Columbia University in 1963. Five 
years after earning the Ph.D. in plasma physics from Columbia 
University in 1966, Fuller began working for Oberlin College. 
She has been instrumental in enhancing opportunities for and 
recognition of achievements by Oberlin College women. She 
remained with the college for 10 years, serving in a variety of 
capacities, including assistant professor of mathematics and 
physics tutor. During her tenure Fuller served as a member of 
the committee on the status of women, which in 1972 produced 
a document that examined ways the college could help women 
students and faculty members realize their intellectual 
potential. More recently she has contributed to the welfare of 
the wider community by working to help Lorain County 
residents living at or below the poverty line. In 1981 Fuller 
became executive director of the Oberlin Community Services 
Council. She was instrumental in converting the organization 
from a small-scale, volunteer-run enterprise into a 


professional, fiscally sound agency able to implement social- 
welfare programs. As the agency expanded to meet the needs 
of local residents, she obtained funding from a number of 
different sources—both private and governmental—to 
support the council’s endeavors. Over the past decade Fuller 
has, among other projects, organized government surplus- 
food distributions, which now serve more than 250 low-income 
residents each month. She secured funding for emergency 
assistance for food, transportation, utility bills, prescription 
drugs, clothing, and graduate-equivalency diploma fees. She 
also spearheaded and administered a grant for Oberlin public 
transportation. “As the first co-educational school in the 
United States, Oberlin has a history of dedication to advancing 
intellectual opportunities for women,” writes Oberlin College 
Associate Professor of Religion Paula Richman. “Just as 
important, Oberlin has a tradition of social activism concerned 
with improving the lives of all Americans, particularly those 
experiencing economic deprivation.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


HANS HAACKE, DOCTOR OF FINE ARTS 


Born in Cologne, Germany in 1936, Hans Haacke is widely acknowledged as 
the foremost exponent of socio-political art. He came to America in 1961, one 
year after receiving the equivalent of the M.F.A. degree from the Staatliche 
Werkakademie in Kassel, Germany. He worked at the Temple University 
Tyler School of Fine Arts in Pennsylvania before moving to New York; in 1963 
he returned to Cologne. Although he again took up residency in New York in 
1965, from 1966 to 1979 he taught at institutions throughout Germany and the 
United States, including the Padagogische Hochschule in Kettwig, the 
Hochschule fiir Bildende Kunst in Hamburg, and the Gesamthochschule in 
Essen, as well as at the University of Washington, Douglass College of Rutgers 
University, and the Philadelphia College of Art. He has won, among other 
awards, a Deutsche Akademischer Austauschdienst, a Fulbright Fellowship, a 
John Simon Guggenheim Fellowship, and a National Endowment for the Arts 
grant. For the past 25 years Haacke has used art to expose what he sees as 
unethical economic self-interests of institutions and individuals.

RALF DAVID HOTCHKISS, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


Ralf David Hotchkiss, who received the B.A. degree in physics from Oberlin 
College in 1969, has dedicated himself to promoting freedom and independence 
for fellow “wheelchair riders.” Through his work he has become exceptionally 
knowledgeable about wheelchair design and specializes in helping people in 
Third World countries build and own lightweight, low-cost wheelchairs. First 
through Appropriate Technology International, and lately though the 
Hisperian Foundation and the World Institute on Disability, Hotchkiss trains 
mechanics and engineers, sets up workshops, and writes and distributes 
information on how to build wheelchairs. By the time Hotchkiss enrolled as a 
student at Oberlin, he had already designed a 45-speed bicycle, a six-seat 
tandem bicycle, and a curb-sensing cane for the blind, among other creations. 
After a freshman-year motorcycle accident necessitated that he use a 
wheelchair, one of Hotchkiss’s first inventions was a more efficient 
wheelchair—most existing models were too wide to fit through standard-size 


of the works in his first scheduled exhibition at the Guggenheim Museum were 
deemed so offensive that the exhibition was cancelled. Particularly 
controversial was a piece targeting the unscrupulous practices of “Shalpolsky 
et al. Manhattan Real Estate Holdings, a Real Time Social System, as of May 1, 
1971.” Socially directed pieces since then have included “Der Pralinenmeister,” 
(The Chocolate King) about German art benefactor Peter Ludwig; 
“Reaganomics,” about Ronald Reagan; “The Right to Life,” about the chemical 
company American Cyanamid; and most recently “Helmsboro Country,” about 
the Philip Morris Company’s financial support of Senator Jesse Helms. Critic 
and historian Leo Steinberg has written, “If our mental life is normally 
organized like the Sunday paper, with “Business and Finance’ well removed 
from the section called “Arts and Leisure,’ then Haacke’s work confounds the 
sections; the sanitizing partitions are swept away as things insubstantial, 
deceptive. It is this troubling of the art lover’s psychic life that makes his 
work art.” 


doorways. Also trained as a machinist, Hotchkiss in 1971 coauthored The 
Lemon Book, or What to Do with Your Bad Car with consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader and lawyer Lowell Dodge. With his royalties from the best-selling 
book, Hotchkiss established the Center for Concerned Engineering in 
Washington, D.C., an organization that worked with the staff of the Product 
Safety Commission and wrote articles on topics such as mobile-home safety 
and hearing-aid fraud. In 1980 his life took its most recent turn when, during a 
visit to Nicaragua, he met a group of skilled mechanics who had recently 
become disabled. Wanting to share the benefit of his design experience, 
Hotchkiss began creating inexpensive wheelchairs. He now works with people 
in 12 countries, where 20 shops manufacture wheelchairs of his design, called 
Torbellinos. He estimates that he has helped produce over 1,000 Torbellinos— 
the name means “whirlwind”—in the past 11 years. In 1989 Hotchkiss was 
winner of a $260,000 MacArthur “genius” award.

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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


ROBERT NATHANIEL MANN, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


A founder and one of the original members of the Juilliard String Quartet, 
violinist Robert Nathaniel Mann was born in 1920 in Portland, Oregon. At age 
18 he won a scholarship to attend the Institute of Musical Art in New York, 
where he studied both violin and viola. He attended the Juilliard School as a 
graduate student. In 1941 he won the Walter W. Naumburg Foundation 
competition, making his New York recital debut two days after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. In 1946, three years after receiving the diploma from the Juilliard 
School, Mann formed the Juilliard String Quartet at the invitation of William 
Schumann, the school’s former president. Mann and his fellow musicians 
worked as many as nine hours a day through the summer of 1946 under the 
guiding ear of Eugene Lehner, who had been violinist of the legendary Kolisch 
Quartet. In December 1947 the Juilliard Quartet performed what the New 
York Times proclaimed “a debut of unusual distinction.” Since then the quartet 
has played in over 4,000 sold-out concerts worldwide, and it has premiered 
music by Aaron Copland, Jacob Druckman, Lukas Foss, Leon Kirchner, 
Donald Martino, and William Howard Schuman, among other composers. 
Since 1962 it has been quartet-in-residence at the Library of Congress. In 1965, 


FAYE WATTLETON, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Since 1978, when Faye Wattleton became president of the organization, 
Planned Parenthood Federation of America has played an important role in 
the national debate over reproductive rights and in family-planning policies 
worldwide. Her work has projected Planned Parenthood, the nation’s oldest 
and largest voluntary reproductive-health organization, into the forefront of 
the battle over whether an individual has the right to make certain decisions 
about childbearing. Under Wattleton, Planned Parenthood has grown to 
include 600,000 supporters. The organization provides medical and educational 
facilities to eight million people in America and overseas each year. “All 
women, rich and poor, brown, yellow and white, must be free to take charge of 
their lives and make their own personal decisions,” said Wattleton in a recent 
interview. “We have to fight for fundamental human rights so that no woman 
can be denied this dignity, regardless of her station in life.” A native of Saint 
Louis, Missouri, Wattleton received the B.S. degree in nursing from Ohio State 
University in 1964 and the M.A. degree in maternal and infant care, with 
certification as a nurse-midwife, from Columbia University in 1967. Before 
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1971, and 1984, the quartet won Grammy awards for its playing. In the New 
Groves Dictionary of Music and Musicians, the final sentence in an article 
about the Juilliard String Quartet reads, “All four players have great technical 
skill, but the ensemble personality—aggressive, impetuous, described as 


‘contemporary, urban-American’—doubtless derives, whatever the group’s 


personnel, from Mann, the last remaining founder-member.” As an educator 
Mann has been responsible for spawning an entire generation of string quartets; 
virtually every American string quartet of prominence has studied with him. In 
addition to teaching, he has composed more than 30 solo works, among them 
solo-violin pieces, an orchestral fantasy, and a string quartet. President of the 
Walter W. Naumburg Foundation since 1971, Mann reinstituted a series of 
foundation-sponsored competitions to launch the careers of young musicians 
and chamber ensembles. He is founder of the Ravinia Institute for Young 
Artists held during Chicago’s Ravinia Music Festival; he has chaired the 
chamber-music panel of the National Endowment for the Arts, and has been a 
New York Philharmonic board member since 1983. 


assuming the presidency of Planned Parenthood, Wattleton was executive 
director of an affiliate organization in Dayton for seven years. In addition to 
holding several honorary degrees, Wattleton received the American Public 
Health Association’s 1989 award of excellence, the Better World Society’s 
1989 population medal, the 1989 Congressional Black Caucus Foundation 
humanitarian award, the Independent Sector’s 1987 John Gardner award, and 
the World Institute of Black Communicators award, among other honors. 
Business Week chose her as one of the best managers of non-profit 
organizations in America; Money magazine selected her as one of five 
Americans who project the forces that will shape the next century; and Esquire 
praised her for having made significant contributions to the progress of society. 
She is a frequent guest on national public-affairs and news programs, and her 
activities have been the subject of articles in newspapers throughout the United 
States. Wattleton is featured in a national photography exhibit, “I Dream a 
World: Portraits of Black Women Who Changed America.” 
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
